Claims 1-4, 6-24 are pending.

The following is an examiner's statement of reason 
for allowance: None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed limitations 
having a process for fabricating a low dielectric constant semiconductor comprising a step 
of forming a support structure using a stamp contact printing technique, wherein the 
support structure Is a first insulating material, forming a second insulating material onto the 
support structure, planarizing the second insulating material to a surface of the support 
structure, forming metal studs in the planarized second insulating material and the support 
structure under the polish-stop film layer and among other limitations cited in independent 
claims 1 , 23, 24.
